Selection  of  Field — Preparation  of  Seed  Bed — Kind  of  Seed 


ALFALFA  IS  EASY  TO  GROW 

It  is  easier  to  get  a stand  of  alfalfa  than 
a stand  of  Red  cl©ver.  A field  of  alfalfa  is 
worth  more  per  acre  than  a field  of  Red  clover.

SELECTION  OF  FIELD 

If  possible  choose  a field  that  is  in  a good 
state  of  fertility.  In  case  you  have  land  that 
you  must  fertilize  before  growing  any  crop  you 
can  apply  a 0-12-4  on  sandy  land,  a 0-12-2 
on  a loam  or  an  0-16-0  on  a clay  soil.  If 
you  have  manure  it  is  fully  as  good  or  better 
If  it  is  not  full  of  weed  seeds.  It  is  not 
necessary  to  fertilize  unless  you  must  fertilize 
for  other  crops. 

The  field  should  drain  well  because  alfalfa 
will  not  do  well  when  the  water  stands  near 
the  surface. 

SEED  BED  PREPARATION 

A few  sow  alfalfa  on  winter  wheat  like  Red 
clover.  This  plan  we  do  not  recommend  for 
general  practice.  If  your  field  was  fall  plowed 
you  can  prepare  a fine  seed  bed  by  discing 
and  harrowing.  If  you  sow  broadcast  follow 
with  a light  harrowing  but  do  not  cover  the 
seed  too  deep.  Half  an  inch  is  plenty  on  average 
Boils. 

If  land  is  to  be  spring  plowed,  plow  early 
but  not  deep.  Disc  and  then  harrow  twice. 
This  firms  and  settles  the  seed  bed.  Harrow 
or  drag  after  seeding.  Rolling  or  packing  helps 
to  make  a compact  seed  bed. 

Sow  with  light  crop  of  grain,  about  a bushel 
of  early  oats  or  barley  per  acre,  or  sow  alone. 
Sow  later  than  Red  clover,  say  about  April. 

KIND  OF  SEED 

The  seed  should  test  high  for  purity  and 
germination.  Besides  it  should  be  of  a hardy 
type,  a kind  that  is  adapted  to  your  section. 
Some  sow  as  high  as  twenty  pounds  per  acre 
but  fifteen  pounds  per  acre  of  our  World  Brand 
seed  is  plenty.

The 
branching  Grimm  roots  extend  in  many  directions  so  that  the  heaving  action  has  less 
effect  on  it  arid  even  if  a few  break  the  plant  can  still  get  its  life  from  the  others. 

So  if  you  have  trouble  from  winter  killing  use  the  Grimm.  The  first  cost  will  be 
higher  but  the  final  cost  will  be  lower  for  you  will  not  have  several  seedings  to  make. 
Besides  if  you  have  a stand  that  does  not  winter  kill  you  get  bigger  crops  of  hay  for 
you  do  not  have  to  wait  for  a new  seeding  to  get  started.
